SPECIAL LECTURES BY ARTISTS WHOSE WORK IS IN BETWEEN HOME AND 
HEAVEN: CONTEMPORARY AMERICAN LANDSCAPE PHOTOGRAPHY 
March 2, 9, and 27, 1994 

Between Home and Heaven: Contemporary American Landscape Photography, on view through 
April 3 at The Cleveland Museum of Art, presents 1 17 recent works by 38 American photographers 
who explore the natural art and pattern in the landscape — and the effects of human interaction with 
it — through a wide range of traditional and experimental techniques. Three of these photographers 
will come to the Museum to give slide lectures about their work; one, Cleveland native Barbara 
Bosworth, will also lead a two-day class for students from the Cleveland School for the Arts. 

Wed/March 2, 5:45 pm Landscapes. Barbara Bosworth reviews her work from the last ten years. 
Bom in Cleveland, she now lives in Cambridge, Massachusetts, and teaches at the Massachusetts 
College of Art. On Monday and Tuesday, Febmary 28 and March 1 , she leads a master class for 
students from the Cleveland School for the Arts. “Most of my work now centers on the idea that we 
are an interactive part of our environment. Sometimes this interaction is ironic... but often my 
pictures are [taken] simply because I love the way the land looks.” 

Wed/March 9, 5:45 pm Prairie Home. Terry Evans explores the uniquely American landscape of 
the domesticated prairie. She was bom in Kansas City, Kansas, and now lives in Salina. Recent 
publications include Prairie: Images of Ground and Sky. “How did our good intentions and values 
based on productivity lead us to exhaust the land we thought we loved? Part of the reason lies in the 
beauty of destruction: the machine-made patterns I photograph are well-ordered visual harmony. 

But seeing is not observing.” 

Sun/March 27, 2:30 pm The River’s Green Margins. AUen Hess discusses his photographs of the 
Mississippi River, 1975 to 1993, with emphasis on the floods of 1993. Hess was bom in Dayton, 
Ohio, and lives in Pittsford, New York. His work has been exhibited at the International Museum 
of Photography at George Eastman House in Rochester, NY, the Contemporary Arts Center in New 
Orleans, and Boston’s Institute of Contemporary Art. “My work is based in the tradition of docu- 
mentary photography. In particular it has references in 19th-century photography, from the use of a 
large tum-of-the-century camera to the subject matter itself.” 

The lectures are free and open to the public. The Museum is open until 9:45 Wednesday evenings; 
the Museum Cafe is open until 8:30.
